URGES COUNTY 
TO VOTE FOR 
POWER BONDS

Says Mood Control Pas­ 
sage Up To Voters 

Outside City
"Every registered voter'in the rural 

districts of the country must vote 
favorably on the water conservation 
and flood control bonds May 6 If that 
measure is to carry."

That was the warning sounded this 
week by J. L. Matthews of Covlna, In 
charge of the flood control campaign, 
and who also conducted the campaign 
of February, 1917, when $4,500,000 was

oted for this work. 
"The issue of 1917 carried despite 

the fact that only' 8 per cent of the 
vote in the city of Los Angeles was 
favorable," Matthews declaWd. "We 
most certainly expect a much larger 
percentage in favor of the $35,800,000 
issue at this coming election, biit the 
voters of agricultural districts must 
back the measure solidly If it Is to 
carry.

With both civic and labor or­ 
ganizations endorsing the issue and 
with a better understanding by the, 
people generally of the vital needs In 
conservation, support of the city will 
be greater this time. A few dry sea­ 
sons have taught the commonwealth 
that some steps must be taken to 
conserve water for use when neede'd, 
and for this reason the Reagan plan 
for construction of dams and reser­ 
voirs will receive a greater support 
n Los Angeles city than the program 

of 1917. However, too much em­ 
phasis cannot be laid upon tho fact 
that the country districts must sup­ 
port the measure whole-heartedly If 
t is to carry."

County Registrar Lyons points out 
that every registered voter is entitled 
o vote at this coming election and 
hose who refused to state party af- 
iliatlon can and are entitled to vote 
>n county and municipal measures 
.ppearing on the ballot. Failure to 

state affiliation has deprived some of 
heir opportunity of voting on the 

national issue but not on local mat­ 
ers.

"The voters must not think that, be-
"The voters must not think that be- 

 ause only a majority and not a two- 
hirds vote is all that is needed to 

pass these bonds, they can refrain 
rom lending their individual support 

ind vote," Matthews added.
